1. COUNTRY DIRECTOR TALKED WITH CHHUT CHHOEUR SEPTEMBER 
25 AND REQUESTED THAT HE PASS ON TO PRIMIN AND FONMIN EM- 
BASSY PHNOM PENH'S AND DEPARTMENT'S FEELINGS THAT GKR WAS 
DANGEROUSLY NEGLECTING UNESCO CREDENTIALS ISSUE. HE NOTED 
ABSENCE OF PRINCE SISOWATH ESSARO, WEAKNESS OF GKR DELE- 
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GATION IN PARIS AND APPARENT LACK OF GUIDANCE TO GKR UNESCO 
DEL ON TACTICS AND SUBSTANCE. HE ALSO URGED CONSIDERATION 
OF IMMEDIATE DISPATCH TO PARIS OF ONE OR MORE MEMBERS OF 
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LARGE GKR UN DELEGATION. CHHUT CHHOEUR ASSURED COUNTRY 
DIRECTOR THAT GKR REPS IN NEW YORK WERE FULLY AWARE 
DANGEROUS UNESCO SITUATION BUT PROMISED THAT HE WOULD PASS 
ON FOREGOING MESSAGE, INCLUDING SUGGESTION FOR IMMEDIATE
